The auction starts with an attractive selection of ancients, highlighted by a unique gold aureus of the young Roman 
emperor Philip Il (AD 247-249) revealing a heretofore unknown reverse type (lot 23176). Students of early British 
coinages will battle over an impressive run of high quality gold staters of Celtic Britain (lots 23001 to 23015). 
Another rarity sure to impress is a rare large gold mnaieion of the Ptolemaic Queen Berenice II (244-221 BC) from 
the Ephesus mint, one of fewer than ten known (lot 23094). 


Several countries are liberally represented in the NYINC catalog. An impressive run of Annamese coins (listed under 
“Vietnam") includes several 3, 4, and 5 Tien gold pieces. A very interesting group of Australian coins includes the 
always popular gold Adelaide Pound, a choice 1923 Half Penny, two specimens of the “Kookaburra” Penny patterns, 
and a nice group of better-date Sovereigns. Some 350 selections from China include many silver dollar Gems and 
some equally incredible minors. 


The Nicola Collection of Hamburg gold highlights one of our best offerings of German coins ever, with many gold 
Ducats and multiple Ducats. Also included are many rare 10 and 20 Mark coins of the German States. An extensive 
and diverse selection of British Coins contains more than 600 lots. Specialists in the coins of Poland will thrill at many 
beautiful lots including the 5 and 10 Zloty of 1933, both certified Proof 67. 


From the western hemisphere, we offer two rare 6400 Reis from Brazil -- the first year of strike from both the Rio 
and Bahia mints. The finest known proof specimen of the elusive 1916 2 Pesos of Cuba highlights several interesting 
pieces from this island nation. 

An exciting section of South Africa coinage is anchored by the Orange River Collection, a small but superb group 
of 18 coins that includes the finest graded proof specimens of the 1 and ¥% Pond coins of 1892, both varieties of the 
1874 Burgers Pond (AU55 CB and MS64 FB), a triple offering of the 1892 Proof Crown, plus many other highlights.

Verica, a king of the Atrebates along the southern coast of Britain, 
apparently ruled from the locale of the later Fishbourne Roman 
Palace in west Sussex. He seems to have enjoyed friendly relations 
with Rome. His territories were overrun by Caratacus in about 40 
BC, and Verica’s appeal to Rome for help provided the pretext for 
Claudius’ invasion of the island in AD 43.

Addedomarus ruled the Catuvellauni in the region of Essex and was 
the first Celtic ruler to strike inscribed coins north of the Thames. 
He seems to have subdued and ruled the Trinovantes, whose terri- 
tory lay to the east. As “Aedd the Great” he entered medieval Welsh 
lore as one of the legendary founders of Britain.

The background and reign of Dubnovellaunus, the length of his 
reign and even the tribe he ruled remain mysterious and controver- 
sial. He is usually described as a king of the Trinovantes but more 
recent research indicates this tribe was in eclipse and largely under 
the sway of the neighboring Catuvellauni by the time of his reign. 
He also struck coinage of the Cantian type which indicates he ruled 
that tribe for a time.

Probably the son of Addedomarus, Tasciovanus had a long and 
eventful reign as one of the most powerful Celtic kings of Britain. 
His coinage was one of the largest and most sophisticated of the 
era. Long thought to be a Trinovantan king, he is now accepted as a 
ruler of the Catuvellauni who also held sway over the neighboring 
Trinovantes.

Van Arsdell notes that this coin types provides evidence that Celtic 
warriors in Britain wore chain mail armor, like their Gallic breth- 
ren. After encountering mail-clad Celtic warriors, the Romans 
adopted mail in the 2nd century BC and it remained in continuous 
use as a primary form of body defense until the AD 1300s. The 
title ‘RICON’ inscribed on this coin type is a variant of the Celtic 
rigon, or over-king, indicating that other kings paid homage to 
Tasciovanus.

Alexander I of Epirus, usually called “Alexander the Molossian,” 
was the brother of Alexander the Great’s mother Olympias and 
hence uncle to the famed Macedonian conqueror. Alexander the 
Molossian’s military prowess was as renowned as that of that of 
his brother-in-law Philip and in 334 BC he took an army to Italy 
to flight the Italic tribes on behalf of the Greek cities Tarentum 
and Metapontum. After willing several bitterly fought victories he 
signed a peace treaty with the Romans and seems to have decided to 
set himself up as the ruler of all Greeks in southern Italy. However 
in 330 BC he was ambushed at a river crossing near Pandosia and 
killed. The Roman historian Livy uses his fate and that of his coun- 
tryman Pyrrhus as evidence that Alexander the Great’s career of 
conquest would have foundered if he had turned his army toward 
Italy instead of Persia.

In the mid 4th century BC Syracuse suffered governmental paraly- 
sis due to rival political factions and Carthaginian meddling. A 
delegation from Syracuse traveled to their long-ago mother city, 
Corinth, seeking help in the form of a strong leader, and Timoleon 
answered the call. Given dictatorial powers, he drove the pro- 
Carthaginian faction from power, set up a stable government, 
and sparked a revival in prosperity and confidence. The economic 
rebound was mirrored by the coinage, which introduced many new 
and attractive designs and denominations, many featuring the tra- 
ditional emblem of Corinth, the winged steed Pegasus.

Olympia, located in the precinct of Elis in the western Peloponnesus, 
was less of a city than a religious sanctuary dedicated to Zeus 
where the all-important Olympic Games were held. The games 
commenced in 776 BC and continued uninterrupted at four-year 
intervals until AD 394, when they were abolished by the Emperor 
Theodosius as being too ‘pagan’ in spirit. From about 600 BC, the 
site of Olympia was embellished with temples, shrines, treasuries 
and athletic stadiums financed by the cities of Greece and indi- 
vidual Greek leaders. Between games, the site was maintained 
by a skeleton crew of priests and acolytes, but during the games 
huge crowds, numbering up to 50,000 spectators, converged on 
Olympia to witness the contests and cheer on their local champions. 
Starting about 470 BC, Olympic coins were struck during the games 
to provide attendees with currency for the local markets, and to 
provide income for the shrine (a small fee was charged for changing 
other civic coinages into Olympic coin). Each coin type thus became 
a keepsake of the games in which they were issued, much as modern 
commemorative currency is tied to specific events. After 420 BC, 
two mints were active — a “Zeus” mint striking coins with images 
of Zeus and his avatar, the eagle, and a “Hera” mint striking coins 
with imagery of, and associated with, his wife. This piece, struck by 
the Hera mint, portrays the goddess wearing her distinctive deco- 
rated headdress. It was issued for the 95th Olympiad, in 400 BC. As 
a pleasing example of the type, it once graced the collection of the 
great numismatist and antiquarian Virgil Brand (1862-1926).

Tigranes II won the epithet “The Great” by expanding the Artaxiad 
Armenian Kingdom to its greatest extent and claiming the title 
“King of Kings,” hitherto employed only by the Achaemenid and 
Parthian rulers of Persia. At its peak his kingdom incorporated 
all of Seleucid Syria, Cilicia, Cappadocia, and large swaths of 
Parthia. Though a crafty and talented statesman, his success was 
due less to his own military prowess than the result of a power 
vacuum caused by internal strife within Parthia and the collapse 
of the Seleucid Kingdom, along with the turmoil caused by the 
titanic struggle between the Roman Republic and Mithridates VI of 
Pontus. Tigranes formed and alliance with Mithridates, but fared 
poorly against the Roman generals Lucullus and Pompey. He ulti- 
mately elected to formally submit to Rome, which allowed him to 
retain his core kingdom while giving up his conquests. His coinage 
was the most extensive of any Armenian king, much of it produced 
at Antioch during his tenure as “protector” of the Seleucid realm. 
The star depicted on his distinctive tiara on these coins is likely 
Halley’s Comet, which made a well-observed appearance in 87 BC.

These pieces were first struck under Ptolemy II (282-246 BC), a 
brilliant ruler who built the famous Library of Alexandria and 
towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 BC he married his sister, the 
beautiful and ambitious Arsinée, in the manner of the old Egyptian 
pharaohs. To mark the occasion, he introduced the largest gold 
denomination yet seen in the Greek world, the mnaieion, so called 
because it was worth one mina (100 drachms) of silver, an enor- 
mous sum in ancient times. The typology of this dynastic gold issue 
celebrates the divine status of the deceased Ptolemy I and his wife, 
Berenike I, and by allusion, the divine status of the living sibling 
gods, Ptolemy II and his sister-wife Arsinée II, as well.

One of the most formidable Ptolemaic queens, Berenice II’s 
family background was unusually convoluted and bloody even by 
Macedonian standards. Born in 267 BC, she was the daughter of 
the Cyrenaican king Magas and his wife Apama. In 249 BC, upon 
the death of Magas her mother married her off to Demetrius the 
Fair, son of Demetrius Poliorcetes, who was invited to become king 
of Cyrenaica. Demetrius, however, was more interested in Apama 
than her daughter and, catching him in her mother’s bed, Berenice 
stabbed him to death. Ptolemy II of Egypt married her in 244/3 
BC and the duo became the foremost “power couple” in the world. 
Berenice appears to have ruled Egypt quite capably during her 
husband’s long campaigns of conquest. She had six children, one 
of whom, Ptolemy IV, succeeded to the throne in 221 BC. Berenice 
originally ruled jointly with him but was soon murdered, probably 
at the instigation of her son. The extensive lifetime portrait coinage 
in her name includes this rare issue of Ephesus in Ionia, struck 
while the city was under Ptolemaic occupation during the Third 
Syrian War (246-241 BC).

The long reign of Mithradates I saw the emergence of Parthia 
as a world power on par with the Hellenistic Kingdoms to the 
east and west. Early in his reign, a victory over Eucratides I of 
Greco-Bactria gave the Parthians control of the vital Silk Road 
trade route with China. In 139 BC he defeated and captured the 
Seleucid King Demetrius I, whom he held in honorable captivity 
and married to his daughter, Rhodogune. He was the first Parthian 
ruler to strike the large silver tetradrachm denomination; examples 
such as this coin bear remarkably lifelike portraits fully in the 
Hellenistic tradition. On the reverse Mithradates describes himself 
as “Great King and Lover of the Greeks” (BAZLIAEQ2 METAAOY 
®IAEAAHNOZ).

Musa was a beautiful slave girl presented by Caesar Augustus 
to King Phraates IV in exchange for the Parthians returning the 
Roman standards lost at Carrhae. She quickly became Phraates’ 
favorite wife and, after bearing a son to him, she arranged for his 
murder and the succession of their son, Phraataces. Following 
Magian custom, she married her own son and ruled for several 
years as the power behind the throne. But having a female ruler, 
and a foreigner at that, proved unacceptable to the Parthian aris- 
tocracy and in AD 4 Musa and her son were overthrown and 
replaced by Orodes III.

Born in Lodz, Poland in 1919, Prof. Henryk Minc is widely known 
as one of the world’s top research mathematicians. He gradu- 
ated with honors from the University of Edinburgh in Scotland 
and taught mathematics at several distinguished universities 
in Scotland, Canada and the United States before becoming a 
Professor at the University of California in Santa Barbara in 1963. 
He is also a visiting professor of the Technion Israel Institute in 
Haifa and remains an active member of the New York Academy of 
Sciences. He has authored a series of important textbooks on math- 
ematics. He also has an abiding interest in Judeo-Christian history 
and served on the advisory board for the Institute of Archaeology 
and Christianity at Claremont Graduate School. Prof. Minc visited 
Israel on many occasions and participated in several important 
archaeological digs. While in Israel Prof. Minc became interested 
in the early Judaean coinage and began acquiring coins of the 
Hasmonean and Herodian kings. His numismatic researches led 
him to write articles for Biblical Archaeology Review and the publi- 
cations of the Israel Numismatic Society. The collection offered here 
represents nearly three decades (mid 1960s-early 1990s) of careful 
collecting and connoisseurship. Prof. Minc used Yakov Meshorer’s 
landmark book Jewish Coins the the Second Temple Period (Tel 
Aviv, 1967) as his guide and attributed each of his acquisitions 
according to Meshorer’s designation. He also recorded the date of 
purchase and acquisition source for each coin, providing an invalu- 
able record. The collection includes many scarce and rare varieties 
that were, at the time, known in only a handful of examples. His 
collection would thus be an excellent research tool or could form the 
basis for a premier Judaean collection by an institution, foundation 
or private individual. Prof. Minc also assembled a large collection 
of antiquities from the Holy Land which may be offered at auction 
at a later date. He now lives in retirement in Santa Barbara. (Total:

The ‘Bacchius the Jew’ shown kneeling on supplication on the 
reverse of this piece is almost certainly Judah Aristobulus II, who 
attempted to usurp the throne of Judea from his brother John 
Hyrcanus II between 67 and 63 BC. Pompey the Great sided with 
Hyrcanus and subjected Jerusalem to a brutal siege and sacking to 
depose the usurper Aristobulus. Forced to kneel in submission to 
Pompey, Aristobulus was permitted to live as a hostage in Rome, 
but later escaped and tried to resume the throne, only to be thwart- 
ed again by Pompey’s lieutenant M. Aemilius Scaurus. The term 
‘Bacchius’ may refer to the Roman misconception that Hellenized 
Jews like Aristobulus worshipped Dionysus, whom the Romans 
knew as Bacchus.

The Senate, largely purged of anti-Caesarians by the bloody pro- 
scriptions of the Second Triumvirate, formally deified Julius Caesar 
in 42 BC, allowing his adoptive heir Octavian to style himself as

Mussidius Longus issued that year shows no attempt to idealize or 
deify him, the reverse alludes to his mastery of land and sea (rudder 
and globe), to his role as Pontifex Maximus (apex), and to the ben- 
efits he brought to the Roman people (caduceus).

Gaius Julius Caesar Germanicus was born in AD 12 and soon 
became the mascot for the army of his father, the popular general 
Germanicus. Here he acquired the nickname “Caligula,” or 
“Bootikins,” for the miniature army boots (called caligae) he wore. 
When the hated Tiberius finally died in May of AD 37, the 25-year- 
old Caligula came to the Roman throne with a huge reservoir 
of public goodwill. But he was uniquely unsuited to the task at 
hand, having no experience in government, finance, or military 
affairs. He quickly squandered Tiberius’ carefully hoarded wealth 
on frivolous projects, condemned or exiled the most capable men 
in government, and demanded to be worshipped as a god. After 
three years of misrule he was assassinated by a cabal of senators 
and Praetorian guardsmen led by Cassius Chaerea. On January 
24, AD 41. Despite being perhaps the worst of all Roman emper- 
ors, Caligula’s coinage is interesting and attractive. he was the 
first ruler to place his portrait on Rome-mint issues of the largest 
denomination, the sestertius. With unintentional irony, the reverse 
of this example shows Caligula addressing the Praetorian cohorts, 
who would ultimately bring his reign to a bloody close.

Only weeks after his accession as Emperor, Claudius was pre- 
sented with a son by his third wife, Valeria Messalina. The new 
heir, the first son “born in the purple” to a Roman Emperor, was 
named Tiberius Claudius Germanicus after his father and uncle. 
Following Claudius’ invasion of Britain in AD 43, the boy was 
renamed Britannicus. He stood in high favor until the downfall 
and death of Messalina in AD 48, at which point his star came 
into eclipse. Courtiers persuaded Claudius to married his niece, 
Agrippina the Younger, who’s son Nero was four years older than 
Britannicus. Although both boys continued to receive public honors, 
Nero was quickly given precedence in the succession arrangements. 
Perhaps, given Messalina’s promiscuity, Claudius doubted his sup- 
posed natural son’s paternity; both Agrippina and Nero harped 
on this suspicion and Britannicus was increasingly pushed into 
the background. Late in AD 54, Claudius seems to have second 
thoughts and began restoring Britannicus to prominence; however 
Claudius died on October 13 of that year and Agrippina quickly 
had Nero installed as sole emperor. Four months later, Britannicus 
collapsed and died at a dinner party hosted by Nero. He was a 
month shy of his 14th birthday, and suspicions immediately arose 
that Nero had poisoned him to prevent his assuming the Toga 
Virilis of manhood and asserting his claim to the throne, a charge 
accepted by most Roman and modern historians. The coinage of 
Britannicus is limited to a handful of provincial issues and this rare 
and rather mysterious sestertius type, likely struck at a Balkan or 
Bithynian mint circa AD 50-54. Although the fabric and style is 
provincial, the legends are in Latin and the formula S C indicates 
it was authorized by the Senate of Rome. The variety with a right- 
facing portrait, seen here, is much rarer than the left-facing type.

This immense piece would seem to be one of the earliest examples 
extant of a bimetallic medallion in the form of a “framed ses- 
tertius.” Close examination of this and later examples of similar 
medallions confirms that the the broad, grooved rim around the 
perimeter is not a separate piece, but that the central “sestertius” 
and rim are struck from a single set of dies on a planchet composed 
of concentric rings of reddish bronze and yellow brass, or orichal- 
cum as the Romans would have called it. A slight rim defining the 
central “plug” of orichalcum can be detected on the inner portion 
of this piece, just inside the legend. Similar medallions were pro- 
duced with some regularity in later reigns, particularly those of 
Hadrian, Antoninus Pius, Marcus Aurelius, Commodus and the 
later Severans. According to Curtis Clay, such medallions were 
produced by the mint of Rome toward the end of the year as special 
New Year’s gifts to foreign dignitaries or other persons of merit.

As the ultimate loser in the Year of the Four Emperors free-for- 
all, Aulus Vitellius gets terrible press from historians ancient and 
modern. In truth, he is less of a villain than a lazy hedonist who 
was thrust into a role he never sought for himself. Swept into power 
by civil war, he treated his elevation as an excuse for one long 
banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent of $2 billion on delica- 
cies from all over the Empire. His enormous appetites are evident 
from coin portraits such as this one. His obvious unsuitability to 
rule led to yet another provincial revolt that ultimately led to the 
fall of his regime only seven months after it began.

Although mainly peaceful, the reign of Antoninus Pius did witness 
extensive military action in Britain. Shortly after his accession 
Antoninus sent the experienced Q. Lollius Urbicus along with 
reinforcements to Britannia to quell unrest in the north. This task 
completed, Urbicus advanced the Roman frontier from Hadrian's 
wall about 70 miles northward and built a new fortification, the 
Antonine Wall, to mark the limits of the Empire. Antoninus was 
saluted as Imperator II on the occasion and female personification 
of Britannia was featured prominently on his coinage. Copper asses 
of this type, featuring Britannia on the reverse, are frequently found 
in Britain but only rarely on the continent, suggesting that they may 
have been struck in Britain (likely from dies engraved in Rome) for 
local distribution.

The brief, tragic reign of Helvius Pertinax stands as proof of how 
far talent and hard work could take an individual in the Roman 
world, as well as the dangers of high office. Pertinax began life as 
the son of a freed slave who made a fortune in the lumber business. 
Given a good education, he first became a school teacher, then 
began a career with the Imperial civil service rather late in life. He 
moved up quickly and soon found himself as a procurement officer 
in the Roman army. He won the confidence of the Emperor Marcus 
Aurelius during the Marcommanic War, when he took charge of 
a legion and intercepted a hoard of barbarians invading Italy. He 
was made a senator and heaped with honors, including the gover- 
norships of Moesia, Dacia, and Syria. He retired from public life 
when Commodus assumed the throne in AD 180, but was called 
back to service a few years later to govern the provinces of Britain 
and Africa, which were growing restive under Commodus listless 
rule. With Commodus descending into megalomania, a conspiracy 
formed and the plotters saw the elderly, widely respected Pertinax 
as the ideal candidate to replace him. Whether he was privy to the 
plot is uncertain, but immediately after the murder of Commodus 
on December 31, AD 192, Pertinax went secretly to the Praetorian 
camp, promised the guard a bonus, and was proclaimed emperor. 
The Senate enthusiastically ratified his elevation and he initiated 
a number of popular reforms against the excesses of Commodus, 
including a crackdown on military indiscipline. This, along with 
his failure to pay the promised donative, alienated the Praetorians, 
who held true power in Rome. Although one plot against him was 
thwarted, Pertinax made the mistake of trying to quell another 
mutiny by addressing the guard in person. In the middle of the 
address, a soldier hurled his spear and transfixed him; others fin- 
ished him off and put his head on a pike. Pertinax had ruled all of 
66 days, and his downfall launched the Roman Empire into a suc- 
cession of devastating civil wars from which it never fully recovered.

The second of Elagabalus’ three wives, Julia Aquilia Severa was a 
maiden from a good Roman family who had been selected to join 
the order of Vestal Virgins. Late in AD 220, she caught the eye of 
the emperor Elagabalus. Having conceived the scandalous idea of 
a union with a Vestal Virgin, the young emperor abruptly divorced 
the bride he'd only recently married, Julia Paula, and married 
the girl early in AD 221, causing widespread revulsion among the 
Roman populace. Oddly, the marriage seems to have been a happy 
one and Aquilia seems to have been the only female who excited 
the flamboyantly homosexual emperor's interest. Aquilia was given 
the rank of Augusta, becoming the fourth woman to bear the title 
in the female-dominated regime. However, the true power behind 
the throne, the emperor’s grandmother Julia Maesa, saw the tide 
of public favor turning and forced her grandson to divorce Aquilia 
to marry a respectable matron, Annia Faustina, a descendant of 
Marcus Aurelius. The willful emperor tired of Faustina almost 
immediately and returned to Aquilia before the end of AD 221, a 
course of action which contributed to his downfall in March of AD 
222. Aquilia Severa survived her husband’s murder, but her subse- 
quent career is unrecorded. The coinage of Aquilia Severa is scarce 
in silver but exceptionally rare in bronze.

Born around AD 192, Marcus Antonius Gordianus Sempronianus 
Romanus the Younger belonged to an immensely wealthy family 
that emerged unscathed from the tyranny of Commodus and the 
bloody civil wars of AD 193-197. According to the Historia Augusta, 
Gordian II followed his father into the Roman Senate during the 
reign of Elagabalus (AD 218-222). He attained the consulship in the 
reign of Severus Alexander (AD 222-235) and served as legate of 
Legio IV Scythica near Antioch, as well as governor of Achaea. In 
AD 237, he was appointed as a legate (or general) to Africa, a prov- 
ince then governed by his father. While a son serving under a father 
was hardly unusual, Africa at this time had no legionary force of its 
own, meaning Gordian II had command only over a small band of 
palace guards and auxiliary troops. Nevertheless, the two Gordians 
were expected to enforce the harsh program of taxation levied by 
the unpopular emperor Maximinus I Thrax, who hated the upper 
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classes. In March of AD 238, a cadre of North African nobles in the 
town of Thysdrus murdered Maximinus’ tax agent and forced the 
elder Gordian to accept the purple. Aged nearly 80, Gordian I real- 
ized he could not carry the burden alone and proclaimed his son 
Gordian II as co-emperor. The pair made a triumphal entry into 
Carthage and sent a courier to Rome proclaiming their program 
of reform. Upon learning of the African revolt, the Senate imme- 
diately affirmed the Gordians as co-Augusti, giving them both the 
agnomen Africanus. Maximinus, then campaigning on the Danube 
frontier, was declared a public enemy. In the meantime, however, 
events in Africa took a disastrous turn. Capelianus, governor of 
neighboring Numidia, remained loyal to Maximinus and marched 
on Carthage with the veteran Legio III Cyrenaica. Gordian II gath- 
ered a ragtag force and marched out to meet him, but the defenders 
had more heart than skill and fell in droves before the swords of 
Capelianus legionaries. Gordian II died in battle and his body was 
never recovered. Upon hearing of the outcome, the elder Gordian 
hung himself. But the 22-day reign of the Gordians proved the aris- 
tocracy of Rome was not yet a spent force, and the revolt they began 
eventually succeeded in toppling Maximinus.

Born in AD 237, Marcus Julius Severus Philippus was seven years 
old when his father, Philip I, had him proclaimed Caesar early in 
AD 244. The elder Philip was a nobleman of Arab descent who had 
risen to the post of Praetorian Prefect in the reign of Gordian III 
(AD 238-244) before staging a successful coup against the young 
emperor while they were on campaign in Persia. Although the 
empire was beset with many troubles, the reign started off with 
some promise. Philip was a conscientious ruler who showed tol- 
erance toward Christians and other persecuted groups. In 247 
the younger Philip was elevated to the rank of co-Augustus, and 
together father and son presided over the Saecular Games that 
marked Rome’s 1,000th anniversary in AD 248. However, in the 
following months turmoil on the frontiers led to a rash of attempted 
usurpations, prompting the elder Philip to send the general Decius 
to put them down. Instead, Decius was proclaimed emperor by 
his soldiers, who then marched against Rome. The two Philips 
gathered a legionary force and marched out to meet the usurper 
at Verona, but were defeated and slain in battle. An alternative 
account states that the younger Philip remained at Rome, but was 
murdered by the Praetorians once the outcome became known. 


Gold coins dating from the reign of the two Philips are exception- 
ally rare, due to the increasing scarcity of precious metals in the 
mid-third century. This beautiful aureus displays an exceptionally 
lifelike portrait of the 10-year-old Philip I; the reverse, hitherto 
unknown as an aureus type but well known from silver and bronze 
issues, shows the two Philips preparing to hand out money to the 
citizens of Rome in celebration of Rome’s “New Age” and the young- 
er’s elevation to the rank of Augustus.

Carinus, who reigned only two and a half years, gets some of the 
worst press ever visited upon a Roman Emperor. Carinus’ father 
Carus was a gentleman general of Italian stock who staged a 
successful coup against the Emperor Probus in AD 282. Carus 
immediately named Carus and his younger brother Numerian 
as joint Caesars and set on a long-planned invasion of Sasanian 
Persia, leaving Carinus in charge of the Western provinces. Early 
in AD 283 Carinus was raised to the rank of co-Augustus with his 
father. Although a soldier of no mean ability who waged success- 
ful wars along the Danube and in Britain, Carinus is said to have 
abandoned himself to all manner of debauchery once installed 
in Rome, frequently defiling the wives of senators and military 
officers for sport. He is said to have taken nine wives in quick suc- 
cession, although only one, Magnia Urbica, is attested by coinage. 
His only son, Nigrinian, died very young and was honored with 
deification and commemorative coinage. The dynasty of Carus was 
destined to be short-lived: Carus and his younger son Numerian 
died mysteriously while on campaign in Persia. The provinces of 
Pannonia and the Eastern field army quickly raised two generals, 
Julian and Diocletian, as pretenders to the throne. Carinus roused 
himself and marched north; in rapid succession he destroyed Julian 
of Pannonia and seemed on the verge of defeating Diocletian when 
he was murdered by one of his own officers whose wife he had alleg- 
edly seduced. The dastardly acts ascribed to Carinus are difficult 
to credit since his reputation was deliberately blackened by the suc- 
cessful usurper Diocletian; however the mode of his demise lends 
some credence to the charges.

The usurper Magnentius portrayed himself as a champion of the 
common people, a role reflected in his coin portraits, where he 
is usually shown without a diadem or other trappings of royalty. 
He is also depicted realistically as a heavy, almost bloated man, 
in contrast to the idealized and rather generic portraits of the 
Constantinian rulers. Magnentius indeed showed tolerance toward 
both pagans and Christians in the West, but the looming civil war 
with Constantius II in the East soon forced him to crack down on 
Constantinian loyalists and other opponents of his regime.

Procopius was the last member of the house of Constantine to 
don the diadem, though his reign lasted only a few months. A 
maternal kinsman of Julian II, Procopius had a successful but 
undistinguished career as a civil servant and was made a comes, 
or count, when Julian won the throne in AD 361. When Julian 
made ready his invasion of Persia two years later, he placed 
Procopius in joint command of a 30,000-man force intended to 
invade by a different route and eventually join Julian’s main force 
in Mesopotamia. Procopius later claimed that Julian gave him 
a purple cloak along with instructions to take over as emperor 
should Julian be killed in battle. At any event, Procopius’ task 
force failed miserably in its mission, perhaps contributing to the 
defeat of Julian’s invasion and his death in battle on June 27, AD 
363. When the army chose Jovian as emperor, Procopius did not 
contest the office and escorted Julian’s body back to Tarsus for 
burial. He tried to resume his former low-profile life, but was forced 
to go underground when Jovian abruptly died a few months later 
and the brothers Valentinian I and Valens took over the western 
and eastern empires. Valens had a deeply suspicious nature and 
launched a pogrom of any potential rivals. The arrests and other 
actions made Valens deeply unpopular and provoked Procopius 
into making a try for the throne. While Valens was visiting Syria, 
Procopius re-emerged at the army camp in Constantinople on 
September 28, AD 365, wrapped in Julian’s purple cloak. Tired of 
Valens’ tight-fisted ways, the garrison proclaimed him emperor. 
Procopius quickly established control of western Asia Minor, 
including the important mint city of Nicomedia. He sought help 
from the Visigoths against Valens, but the barbarians held back 
and soon some of Procopius’ best officers and soldiers began defect- 
ing back to Valens. Meanwhile, Valens built his own forces and 
maneuvered Procopius into a decisive battle at Nicolea, Phrygia in 
May of 366. Procopius suffered a crushing defeat and was summar- 
ily executed in the aftermath, ending his eight-month usurpation. 





The gold coinage of Procopius carries on the Constantinian tra- 
dition of fine portraiture and crisp execution. The exceptional 
portrait on this issue shows him wearing a close-cropped beard, 
probably a symbol of sympathy and mourning for his kinsman 
Julian II. His beard and the lack of any Christian symbolism on the 
reverse also hint at possible Pagan sympathies.

After deposing his former friend and ally Majorian, the Master of 
Soldiers Ricimer deliberated for three months before appointing 
a shadowy character named Libius Severus to the vacant West 
Roman throne. His accession is recorded as occurring on November 
19, AD 461. His most compelling qualifications for office seem to 
have been his lack of any real ambition and a willingness to do 
whatever Ricimer asked of him. The East Roman emperor Leo 
refused to recognize Severus and regarded the West Roman throne 
as empty for the duration of the reign. However, Ricimer com- 
manded enough loyal soldiers that the Eastern regime could do 
little more than take umbrage and wait for the apparently elderly 
Severus to die. The next three years were a dreary continuation of 
the decay and disintegration of previous decades in the West, punc- 
tuated by the occasional Vandal raid on Italy and barbarian attack 
in north. Severus’ death is listed as having occurred on November 
15, AD 465, just shy of four years after his appointment, but neither 
his subjects nor later historians took much note of his reign or his 
passing.

The Ostrogothic king Theodoric ruled Italy for more than three 
decades more successfully than any Roman emperor in over a 
century.

(cobra) snake on the Double Crown are clearly visible through 
the dark red and green patina, although the minimal encrusta- 
tions do not mask the fine details of the figurine. The straight 
upright form of the Falcon, with wings at its side, suggest peace 
and prosperity in form and in its function as the apex of a ceremo- 
nial staff used in a temple procession.

Cromwell gold Broad, or 20 Shillings, 1656, S-3225, WR-39 (R2), 
reeded edge, MS61 PCGS, a pleasing example of England’s first 
milled or machine-made gold piece, engraved by Thomas Simon 
and struck by Pierre Blondeau using his new machinery, presses 
which replaced the time-honored method of coining by hand- 
held hammer. These coins were not made at the Royal Mint inside 
the Tower, but rather at Blondeau’s London mint, known as Drury 
House. Here on this excellent example we see Oliver Cromwell’s 
portrait in profile facing left and revealing his chin whiskers and 
moustache, but otherwise portraying him in the style of a Roman 
emperor, complete with laurels. His otherwise lifelike portrait 
was engraved by Simon using the stippled style that has become 
a classic feature of Simon’s artistry. The reverse shield is that 
of the Protectorate, but curiously it is crowned despite the fact 
that Cromwell repeatedly rejected the idea of kingship. Oliver’s 
favorite slogan appears in Latin form surrounding the shield. 
This lovely example exhibits strong reflective luster, shows no 
wear, has suffered no real abuse, and is of beautiful gold color. We 
need to remember that many of Cromwell’s coins were intention- 
ally defaced following the Restoration. This piece was most likely 
kept by some wealthy admirer, possibly someone close to the man 
himself, in a purse or pocket; it shows the kind of light handling 
that such a coin might have experienced. Quite rare in this fine 
condition. 


This fascinating denomination, the only English coin to be 
known by this name, looks both backward in time to its origin 
(it was of the same nominal value as the gold Pound of Elizabeth) 
and forward to the centuries ahead: with its value set at 20 shil- 
lings it was identical in buying power to the first guineas which 
would soon appear. Cromwell’s artistic Broad introduced a new 
style of gold coin to England, cleverly and sharply engraved, 
smartly minted using France’s newest imported technology, fully 
round, and technically superb. When it first appeared in 1656 it 
must have been a really gleaming, never before seen, represen- 
tation of wealth. In terms of the coin’s iconography, Cromwell 
never permitted himself to be called or crowned king, and all 
of his portrait coins broke with the ancient English tradition of 
having each succeeding monarch look in a direction opposite to 
that shown on the previous ruler’s coinage. Charles I was always 
shown looking left. Cromwell faced the same direction. Was it a 
subtle defiance, his symbolic way of saying that he was not a king? 
Perhaps he envisioned himself as even more, just as the ancient 
Roman emperors ruled many kings across the world then known.

Joint rulers have been rare within the English monarchy, and only during 
this brief reign has the royal pair been portrayed side by side, as seen on 
this coin, which was of considerable value in its own day. King William 
and Queen Mary had married in 1677 while they were prince and prin- 
cess of Orange, a small principality near Avignon, France, with a long 
affiliation to the Dutch royal family. They ascended to the English throne 
in 1689 as a result of the so-called Bloodless Revolution, which ended when 
Parliament selected a successor to the disgraced James II, who had turned to 
Catholicism in the middle of his brief reign, and thus thrust the nation back 
into the throes of the religious strife which had begun when Henry VIII 
parted with the Catholic church over his divorces. The situation reached its 
worst state during the brief period when the joint rulers Mary Tudor and 
Prince Philip of Spain, both Catholics, imported the Inquisition into Britain 
and persecuted other Christians. Mary Tudor, a distraught woman, burned 
heretics at the stake at Smithfield, earning herself the nickname of Bloody 
Mary. Mary soon died of stomach cancer, and Philip returned to Spain as 
its king. Henry’s son, Edward VI, a sickly boy who survived only a few years, 
ruled next but had no impact on the religious battles that split his nation in 
two. Queen Elizabeth ended the strife, politically, by remaining neutral and 
never admitting to any religious preference. Her shrewd position allowed 
the new Church of England to gain the hearts of the people, and it seemed 
for many years that Catholicism was dead in England. Four reigns later, 
James II caused the religious strife to erupt once again, but only briefly. 
Under pressure from Parliament, which now held the power in England, 
James II relinquished the throne, and Parliament selected the former Prince 
of Orange as the new king. Known in his day as the “Little Dutchman” 
because of his height, William actually had less claim to the English throne 
than his wife, Mary Stuart, the eldest daughter of James II and Anne Hyde, 
born in 1662. Nonetheless, William’s portrait occupies the fore front on 
their coinage, and as seen on this large gold issue Mary is behind him, with 
only her profile showing. Here, the portraits are clearer and larger than on 
any other coins of the reign. Mary died young, aged 32, in 1694, and was 
succeeded by her husband, who ruled as sole sovereign from 1694 until 1702. 
For only a few years, therefore, did their joint coinage issue from the mint, 
in fairly small numbers. The coins all remained in circulation for many 
years, and most wore down in commerce and/or were later melted. Very few, 
of any denomination, have come down to us anywhere near Mint State, and 
lustrous. 


William & Mary’s largest gold coin, the 5 Guineas, is distinctive not just for 
its conjoined portraits but also for its elegant reverse, at the center of which 
is the rampant Lion of Nassau, part of the Arms of Orange. It features a regal 
shield unlike that seen on any other “fiver” of any British monarch. The for- 
merly staid royal crests of Charles II and of James II have been transformed 
on this issue, designed and engraved by James and Norbert Roettier. The 
former religious strife reared its head once again, however. The Roettiers 
were Roman Catholics, and temporarily they were replaced at the Royal 
Mint within the Tower of London by George Bowers, who died within four 
months, and then by Henry Harris, a seals engraver who proved unable 
to engrave coin dies. Thus the job was reluctantly returned to the capable 
hands of the Roettier brothers. Their reverse design for the 5 Guineas we see 
here seems to have been inspired by the Renaissance artist Sandro Botticelli. 
Looking at the royal shield, we see to its left and right a seashell opened 
to reveal its scalloping, an adornment which appears on the 15th-century 
Italian painter’s famed “Birth of Venus,” which features the goddess of 
love stepping out of just such a seashell. William & Mary may have known 
nothing of this work of art, but not the coin’s engravers, formerly employed 
along with their father, John, by King Charles II, an art lover who founded 
the fabulous art collection of the English monarchs. During the 1660s to 
1680s, Botticelli’s painting was not known by its current name, but it was 
widely admired as a visual image of the mythical arrival of Venus on a 
Mediterranean island. It celebrated the theme of arrival in the midst of good 
fortune. The seashells adornment on this 5 Guineas probably allude to this 
theme, and for England as a nation they seem to be a symbolic allusion to the 
coming to power of fresh monarchs, who delivered the English people from 
the arduous days of Catholicism. William & Mary ruled only briefly, from 
13 February 1689 until 28 December 1694, and it was only during these few 
years that this marvelous, artistic royal crest appears on any 5-Guineas coin.

The Mysterious Proof Halfcrown of 1864

having elegant, rich and deep bluish gray toning. Vertical die striations are always seen on proof halfcrowns of this period (1853 to 1864 issues), 
and here it is next to impossible to distinguish these from what might be faint hairlines. Not being sure, NGC graded this very rare coin conser- 
vatively. It is very choice, if not in fact gem. Collectors of Victorian coins are generally stopped flat in this series after 1850 and before 1874, when 
the coinage resumed with what was generally considered to be inferior workmanship, although now and then a superior piece shows up. Clearly, 
though, the early dates are more elegantly engraved. Pieces struck for commerce and dated after 1850 but before 1874 are rumored to exist. The 
last early commercial issue, the 1850, is itself elusive in Mint State but also exists in proof. The cataloguer has never seen the proof of 1850 but has 
handled the other dates which were struck only in proof state: 1853, 1862 and 1864. Why each was ever struck remains a mystery. Numismatists 
have long believed that the proof halfcrowns of 1864 were minted primarily for the foundation ceremony of the Albert Memorial in Hyde Park, 
facing the Albert Hall. A legitimate question, however, is why? The Royal Albert Hall was opened by Queen Victoria in 1871, and it’s been one of 
London’s premier centers for concerts ever since. It was built with funds partially gotten from proceeds of the Exhibition of 1851 at the Crystal 
Palace. Clearly, Victoria mourned the loss of her beloved husband for many years. Albert died in 1861 of complications from typhoid. A decade 
later, when the great hall was officially opened by Victoria, it is said that she was too overcome with emotion to speak to the assembled crowd. 
Albert had once proposed the construction of some new buildings for the public’s use, never contemplating that the first such building might be a 
memorial to himself. The queen signed the royal charter authorizing construction of the hall in 1867. The foundation stone was laid on May 20 of 
that same year. The large, elegant building was completed some time around Christmas of 1870, and dedicated the following March, on the 29th. 
When his mother seemed unable to address the opening ceremony, Edward Prince of Wales simply declared The Royal Albert Hall officially 
opened. The Albert Memorial opposite it in the park was opened in July 1872, having taken a full decade to build, and was funded by public dona- 
tions, or “subscription.” Deep beneath where the public treads around the memorial lies a sealed vault holding mementoes of the era, including 
various coins bearing Victoria’s image (and probably medals showing the prince’s portrait, too). Which other coins are in the foundation stone 
is not known, and may never be, but among them is at least one proof halfcrown dated 1864. Most proof coins of this era (not made for sale to 
collectors) are Proofs of Record, minted by law for sale to various museums in order to preserve a record of the coinage of years when only coins 
for commercial use were minted. The proof halfcrowns of 1853, 1862 and 1864 are not such proofs, because no coins were made in those years 
for commerce. The 1853 piece was part of the special proof set of that year, with an unknown mintage and an unknown reason for its issuance, 
although somehow it relates to the royal marriage: the issue case, which is now rarely seen, was heart-shaped, blue and red. Even more mysterious, 
though, was the reason for creating the proof-only halfcrowns of 1862 and 1864. If the Albert Hall was authorized in 1867, completed in 1870, and 
opened in 1871, and the Albert Memorial was dedicated in 1872, why was a special proof halfcrown bearing one of those dates not made for the 
foundation stone? Why a coin dated 1864? Whatever the reason, it appears that the most recently struck proof was selected for the foundation 
stone to represent this coinage denomination — but that does not explain why an 1864 halfcrown was minted at all. We do know that others were 
also created, bearing the same date, some with plain edges, some with reeded edges. Each is a major rarity, seldom seen, and rarely offered for sale. 
Few could exist that are more beautiful than the coin available for bidding in this lot. It is a Victorian treasure.

On page 329 of his standard reference, 
Brian Hern explains that the existence of these wonderful-looking 
coins remains a mystery infused with rumor. The ZAR Mint 
Act allowed for the “Coining of gold for private persons,” and 
somehow Pretoria entrepreneur and business genius Sammy 
Marks obtained use of the mint’s dies for the threepence and struck 
off “at least 215 pieces” in gold. Hern affirms that Marks used 
genuine mint dies dated 1898. No one seems to know the source 
of the gold or how the gold blanks were made or by whom, but the 
dies are now in the S.A. Mint museum. Many of the coins struck 
were used in jewelry and have later been subject to attempts to 
repair them. All are “very rare” today, Hern concludes. It would be 
hard to imagine a finer, more nearly perfectly preserved example 
of this mysterious coin than the presently offered specimen.

Colonial South Africa consisted of disconnected immigrant settlements 
which used coins of their native countries as well as tokens for money. 
When gold was discovered in the Transvaal in 1869, it marked a sea 
change for the area’s inhabitants. The first gold coin, seen here in a top- 
notch example, was minted in 1874 in extremely limited numbers and 
suffered from such a poor initial reception that today’s collectors are faced 
with a serious challenge trying to locate an unimpaired piece. It seems that 
Thomas Francois Burgers, second president of the republic, had received 
a number of suggestions urging him to create a gold coinage. He decided 
to approach the Birmingham, England, firm of Ralph Heaton and Sons 
to change the situation. Unfortunately he made the decision on his own, 
without the approval of his fellow legislators, and it was to prove a fatal 
error. The Heaton Mint engaged the services of Leonard Wyon, the Royal 
Mint’s engraver, who prepared dies showing a portrait of Burgers, who 
himself supplied the gold specie for the coinage, as well as an elaborate 
reverse design showing the coat of arms of the fledgling republic. The gold 
specie used to make these coins was mined in the Transvaal, and Burgers’ 
intention was just that — a local use for native ore. The exact number 
struck is not known, but it is assumed that 837 pieces were made using up 
the amount of gold given to the mint by Burgers. Once he had them in his 
hands, Burgers displayed his gleaming gold coins proudly to members of 
the Volksraad, and waited for their acceptance. But it was not to be. The 
legislators objected vehemently to Burgers’ use of his own image and they 
soundly rejected the coin which was to become the forerunner of the 
famed golden Pond, first produced in 1892. But in 1874 the Burgers pond 
had failed as a commercial idea. Subsequently, most of the mintage was 
sold to the public at twice face value, and for a number of years they were 
thought of as nothing more than mere mementoes. The public carried 
these as pocket pieces, showed them off to friends, drilled holes through 
some and mounted others on gold chains for jewelry, and finally threw 
them into drawers or jewelry boxes, where they were forgotten. Few if any 
South Africans in the 1870s envisioned them as one day being of great 
value. When the first official gold ponds appeared in 1892, they reminded 
a small number of people in the ZAR of the earlier pond of 1874, and 
scattered collectors began looking for examples, knowing next to nothing 
about the coins. Numismatic interest began in earnest upon the conclu- 
sion of the Boer War, with the annexation of South Africa into the British 
empire. It gradually became apparent that most Burgers ponds had been 
damaged or mishandled. So few were available for study that no one real- 
ized that two varieties existed until the 1940s, and the first few decades of 
the 20th century proved the rarity of these coins when not impaired. They 
became eagerly collected in England and throughout the Commonwealth, 
as well as in the homeland itself. But it was too late. Most had been lost or 
damaged, and only a tiny number exist in Mint State today. Nicer pieces 
seemed to be slightly circulated. Time has proven that any undamaged 
piece is a miracle of survival, and it is quite likely that some of the finest 
known pieces were those kept by the very legislators who had dismissed 
the coins as meaningless back in 1874. What had once offended sensibili- 
ties had transformed itself into nothing less than a national treasure.

The first year of the ZAR coinage was minted on contract by the 
Royal Prussian Mint at Berlin, and this proof bears the engraver’s 
initials, “O.S.” (for Otto Schultz), on President Kruger’s shoulder, 
in relief. Schultz had a long list of engraving triumphs to his name 
by the time he was entrusted with the task of preparing the dies 
for the Transvaal coinage, including a number of splendid royal 
medals. In fact, his specialty was medals, and his skill at produc- 
ing lifelike, deeply engraved portraiture in metal is readily seen 
in his rendering of the bust of President Paul Kruger (1825-1904, 
President of the Republic from 9 May 1883 until 10 September 
1900) on each of the dies he created for the commencement of the 
new coinage in 1892 — the bronze penny, the silver pieces from 
3 pence to 5 shillings, and the pair of gold issues. Numismatists 
who wish to study closely all of these coins will discover their 
special crispness of detail, and sharpness of rims, compared 
to what is seen on the issued dates that followed, those of 1893 
onward. On the rare proofs of 1892, however, Otto Schultz’s skills 
are most masterfully presented. We can only speculate on why so 
few proofs of the first year’s coinage were struck, but the purposes 
must surely have been to keep a few examples of the coins for the 
engraver or his employer, and for a mere handful of politicians 
associated with the coins’ creation. The “double shaft” feature 
of these coins, seen with perfect clarity on this gold proof, did 
however cause a well-known objection from the coins’ contractors 
when first examined: never having seen a veldt wagon, Schultz 
erred by making the wheels the same size but more egregiously by 
placing two shafts at its front, whereas the authentic wagon was a 
Dutch voortrekker or disselboom having a single pole, not a van- 
wagon with two. It is also recorded that Kruger himself ordered 
the engraver to remove his initials from all further coinage, and 
was angry at their appearance, which nearly cost him re-election: 
evidently Schultz was unaware that, in Afrikaans, his initials 
formed the word for Ox. The alternations occurred in 1892 and 
may be seen on all subsequent coinage of this period. This marvel- 
ous proof Pond is therefore not only an especially well-preserved 
golden treasure but also the finest possible rendering of the artist’s 
original conception for the coinage.

History has a way of repeating itself, and the need to pay troops at 
war while lacking an adequate supply of familiar money brought 
to the numismatic world another classic among the siege coin- 
ages of the world. This emergency “pond,” equal in size and 
approximately equivalent in intrinsic value to the British sover- 
eign, was struck during the siege of Pilgrim’s Rest near the end of 
the Boer War in South Africa. The peace treaty signed at Pretoria 
on 31 May 1902 annexed the republics of the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State to the British empire. This was the last thing 
the Boers wanted to happen, and they continued to engage in 
bloody warfare almost to the very end. Early in the year 1902, the 
Dutch commanders found themselves in dire need of cash to pay 
their troops and also for purchasing needed supplies. Lacking 
coined money but having a supply of native gold, they set up 
a field mint. Accounts of the actual “mint” vary a bit, one sug- 
gesting that crude machinery was set up literally on the veldt, or 
long grass, while another relates that a long-disused workshop of 
the Transvaal Gold Mining Estates was employed. It may be that 
blanks were made in one locale, while the final pieces were coined 
in the other. It is known that the coins were requested by a com- 
manding general of the Boer troops, that the acting president of 
the republic approved their creation, and that a Mr P.J. Kloppers, 
formerly a school teacher, was employed to create the dies on the 
spot for coins that would be acceptable to the troops. His finished 
design was simple enough, yet it said it all — giving the initials 
“ZAR” for the republic with the date below, and on the opposing 
side a readily understandable mark of value. Pure 24-kt gold was 
melted and poured into blanks, then coined into money using a 
hand-turned lathe. A single pair of dies was engraved, the obverse 
die becoming nicked, giving rise to the famous “slash” variety 
seen in this lot. It is believed that 986 pieces in all were produced. 
Most today are found to have been used, or are impaired, which is 
certainly a reasonable expectation for coins paid to troops in such 
a situation. Only a handful seem to have survived the war and 
their age in such gleaming, pristine condition as is seen on this 
excellent “siege pond” — an historic coin if ever there was one.
